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Monte Video and its Railways. 

We hear a very good account of the progress of 
the Central Uruguay railway, and impartial en- 
gineers who have lately looked into the progress 
making, as well as the traffic likely to result from 
the extension of this line, report that the latter 
will exceed that ofthe Buenos Ayres Great South- 
erp, The line passes through a populous district 
which has hitherto laboured under great disad- 
vantages for want of easy communication with 
Monte Video ; and railway facility will be a great 
advantage both to the country and to the city, 
the expense of transit having been a serious draws 
back to agricultural products, As we have so 
often remarked and called attention to, the Repub. 
lic of Uruguay, or the Banda Oriental, is a com- 
paratively limited, but compact and very fertile 
territory, watered by the great river of that name, 
with tributaries which extend a considerab!e dis- 
tance inland, but not sufficient to depend on 
water facility ; hence the want of railways which 
will open up communication with the interior, 
and enable farmers to send their produce quickly 
to market, and this will be supplied by the Cen. 
tral Uruguay railway. On the other hand, the 
Northern railway to Salto will identify Monte 
Video with Brazil, and bring down large quanti- 
ries of produce from the Upper Uruguay. What 
railways have done for the Argentine Republic 
will soon be exemplified in the sister State, yield- 
ing, we quite believe, even more profitable results, 
as the Government of Monte Video is doing 
eversthing to promote and assist the develop.

Safety upon Railroads. 

We recently saw an item going the rounds of the 
daily press, to the effect that statistics had proved 
that traveling by railroad is the safest of any 
means yet devised, as it unquestionably is the 
most rapid and comfortable, becauge it more near 
ly comports with the every day experience of 
most people, To ride in a vehicle of some sort is 
a novel experience to but very few—scarcely any 
that have occasion to travel by rail—and the steam 
car is but an improvement upon the road wagon, 
exerting the same physical influence upon the 
oecupant, The steam vessel introduces the pas- 
senger to entirely new experiences, which soon 
become extremely irksome. Therefore, as we 
have said, traveling by rail is more comfortable, 
as well as safer and more expeditious than by 
other means yet invented, or which now seem 
practicable, 

Yet it cannot be denied that loss of life and 
limb is often severe, and that accidents often 
occur under circumstances which bring a reproach 
upon the management of our railroads, It is no 
matter for congratulation, that in the destruction 
of life and injury to limb, one railroad is no worse, 
or even a little better, than its neighbors, It is 
the clear and bounden daty of railroad officials to 
use all precautions against accidents, to neglect 


no means that may be presented which promise a . 


mitigation of the perils to which this means of 
locomotion are especially subject. 

Probably there is no more fruitfal source of 
accidents resulting in great destruction of pro- 
perty, loss of life, and maiming, than the switch, 
Take the record of railroad accidents, and the 
misplaced switch” holds a painful prominence 
in them. The reason is plain, The switch as or- 
diuarily constructed and operated, depends for its 
efficiency upon the intelligence, sobriety, and 
presence of mind of a poorly paid class of epera- 
tives, in whom those qualities are not tested at 
stated intervals, under the eye of their superiors, 
bat are daily and hourly called in requisition, and 
ften with none near to correct their mistakes and 
omissions, It is obvious, therefore, that whatever 
can contribute to security of the switch has special 
claims upon the attention of builders and managers 





of railroads, It is comparatively eney to guard 
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against accidents in other parts of a railroad, and 


its rolling stock. In the rail, in the road bed, iv 
the bridges, in the wheels and trucks, and in the 
locomotive, ii is easy to discover and prevent im- 
perfections ; the examiner may know just where 
to look for danger, and to apply the remedy at 
once, But in the switch, danger lurks when 
least expected. The switch tender, who has been 
vigilant and faithful for years, may fail at a time 
when his failure will involve calamities that could 
not have been incurred at any other time. 

In fact, a moment’s reflection will satisfy any 
man, that there may be criminal negligence in 
this matter—not on the part of the humble switch 
tender, for imperfections are a part of human 
nature, and lapses a human weakness—-but on the 
part of railroad managers, We would not, how- 
ever, insist upon the indiscriminate application to 
roads of the many patent contrivances, warranted 
as absolute security against accidents of this sort, 
Doubtless many railroad superintendents have 
been disgusted with the whole subject, by the 
many worthless inventions that have been urged 
upon them. . But tbis does not relieve them of 
the responsibility of seeking out some effective 
aid to security. And for the purpose of aiding 
them in this duty, we call their attention to the 
Warton Sarety Raitroap Switcy. We see 
that it is commended as having proved effective 
in many emergencies, and as having been adopted 
for use upon some of the great railroads, We 
bave no space for details, but those interested 
may obtain further information by addressing 
Wa.

Transportation of Live Stock. 

A meeting was held in Jersey City on the 17th 
inst., to organize a company or corporation for 
the transportation of live stock from Communipaw 
to any point in New York, Brooklyo or Williams- 
burg. The idea is to avert the necessity of driv- 
ing cattle or sheep through the streets. A large 
boat is to be built, with engines powerful enough 
to stem the East River tide, and by this means 
land any number of animals at any point, Direc- 
tors were elected as follows: Hoo, John McPher- 
son and Messrs David H. Shermin, Isaac Freese, 
J. Stearn and 8, Sbuster. The books were 
opened and $40,000 worth of stock was subscribed. 
The directors subsequently met and elected Mr. 
David H, Sherman Presideut, and Hon. John H. 
McPherson Secretary and Treasurer. The direc- 
tors were empowered to carry the work forward. 





Cannon Valley Railroad.

Compared with the previous year, the earnings 
show a decrease of $292,753, or 2.56 per cent, 
The extent of the loss occasioned by the stoppage 
of business, the temporary diversion of traffic 
from Chicago to other points, during the depres- 
sion caused by the great fire in that city in Octo- 
ber last, cannot be measured by this result. Of 
the deficit above shown, $143,966 16 belongs to 
first week, and $279,454 49, or nearly the entire 
amount, to the four weeks immediately subsequent 
to the fire. 

The total decrease ir earnings for the first half 
year, ending November 80th, 1871, embracing the 
period of the Chicago fire, amounted to $765,562 
21; while the earnings of the second half year, 
ending May 81st, 1872, show a gain over the cor- 
responding months of the previous year of $472,- 
809 21; being au average gain for the six months, 
of nearly $80,000 per month. 

The cost of operating, while comparing favora 
bly with the expenses of other leading lines of 
railway, has been affected by the extra amount 
aod price of labor aud materials required for tem- 
porary accommodations in the City of Chicago, 
and in expensive renewals and repairs, consequent 
upon the destruction of property by the fire. 
Large outlays were also required for tbe mainten- 
ance of the track and rolling stock during a wio- 
ter of much severity and long duration io the lat- 
itude traversed by a large portion of the company’s 
lines, The whole expenses properly pertaining to 
operating for the year were $6,463,100 72, or 
56.68 per cent, of gross earnings, and includiog 
taxes and charges to account of fire losses, were 
$6,810,025 90 or 59.72 per cent. 

The net earnings for the year amounted to §2,- 
618,328 78, which is equal to 7.3 per cent. on both 
classes of stock ; and with the surplus at the be- 
ginning of the year, amounted to $2,951,882 95, 
or 8.2 per cent. From these earvings the direc- 
tors bave declared two semi-annual dividends of 
84 per cent, each, on the preferred stock, leaving 
a balance of $1 465,694 31, to the credit of income 
account at the close of the fiscal year.

The more recent issues of gold bonds by this 
company were made for the purpose of providing 
means for the construction of the Madison and 
Menominee Extensions, described in the last An- 
nual Report, and cover entirely new and addi- 
tional property. 

These extensions, when completed, will add 
about 250 miles of new railroad to our system ; 
and should the expectations which are confi- 
dently entertained of their productiveness be re- 
alized, they will bring, even at moderate estimates, 
a large accession of business to existing lines, and 
greatly increace our annual revenues ;_ sufficient, 
it is believed, to pay the interest on the bonds, 
and returna reasonable dividend on this new 
property.

The principal object of their construction as 
parts of the great thoroughfares to the Northwest 
and North cannot be attained, ror their value as 
feeders be felt, to any considerable extent, until 
by completion they shall come to connect with 
the other portions of our roads which lie beyond 
them, 

The unparalled calamity which, in the month 
of October last, swept over a great portion of the 
City of Chicago, destroyed a lerge amount of 
property owned and used by this company, and 
seriously impaired those facilities; which, at their 
best capacity, were no more than adequate for 
the accommodation of the usual fall traffic, 
Among the most important property destroyed 
were two large brick freight houses, a brick flour 
warehouse, one large grain elevator, from which 
tbe company derived an annual rental of $25 000, 
and two otber elevators belonging to otber par- 
ties, situated on our tracks, but which were ex- 
clusively used in the company’s business. The 
passenger buildings and depot of the Galena 
Division, besides several smaller buildings, aod 
the large block occupied by the general offices of 
of the company, were utterly destroyed. 

One hundred and thirty-three freight cars, 
standing on tbe tracks and iuasthe warebouses, 
were burned. These will be replaced by new 
cars and the equipment made good. 

The total losses were estimated at $494,000, 
against which there was partial insurance in good 
companies, The amount of insurance realized up 
to the present time is $68,400. The total loss will 
probably be something more than the original 
estimate, and will by a little exceed $500,000. 

The actual value of property destroyed was, 
however, less than the inevitable loss of business 
resulting from vhe first effects of the fire. But 
the immense recuperative power which inheres 
io the business of Chicago, was too strong for any 
permanent destruction of trade, and within sixty 
days after the fire the receipts of the company 
had recovered their decline, and exceeded the 
earnings of the same period in the previous. year 
From that time the increase in earnings has 
steadily continued, although coveriog the dullest 
six months of the fiscal year. 

The amount of elevator capacity destroyed was 
about 1,300,000 bushels, and this curtailment of 
our storage facilities necessarily restricted the 
transportation of grain, seeking market over our 
lines, during the winter and spring. Two new 
elevators—one on the company’s grounds, and 
one on the old site on their tracks—are in process 
of construction, to be completed, with a capacity 
of over 1,500,000 bushels, in ample time for the 
next ensuing harvest. Two large temporary 
wooden freight houses were erected last fall in 
place of the brick one destroyed, to supply im- 
mediate and pressing wapts, Since then, and 
duriag the winter and spring, the company has 
rebuilt and is rebuilding the brick freight and 
flour warehouses, and enlarging others for per- 
manent occupancy. Itis not expected that all 
the buildings destroyed, will be restored, but such 
as are needed from time to time will be rebuilt, 

Durirg the last year there has been expended 
on the Madison Extension the sum of $2,175,007 
44 which iocludes payments for large quantities of 
iron, ties and materials for the completion of the 
entire track to the junction with the La Crosse, 
Trempealeau and Prescott Railroad, The grad- 
ing is far advanced north of Wonowoe, to which 
point the track is now laid, and as soon as the 
tannels can be finished, the whole line will be put 
in operation. 

The sum of $1,503 560 52 has been expended 
during the year in the construction of the Meno- 
minee Extension, between Fort Howard and Es- 
canaba, aod about fifty miles were completed, ia- 
cluding the bridge across the Menominee River, 
and put in operation in February last.

Other important expenditures for construgtiog 
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have been made as follows: For new side tracks 
and extens?ns to various iron mines on the Pen- 
josula Division, $122,425 67; for new buildings 
on the several divisions of the company’s lines, 
$79,575 67; for the Erie Street Viaduct iu Chica 
go, $23,884 87; for changing the old line of the 
Madison Division, between Syene and Madison, 
$30,608 06; for rights of way and depot grounds, 
$11,338 68; for construction of telegraph, $1,- 
187 17; for the Saint Charles and Batavia 
branches of the Galena Division, $2,471 63; and 
for the difference in weight between the light 
rails taken up and heavy rails laid down to re- 
place the same, the sum of $73,663 09; makiog 
a total expenditure for these Extension and for 
general construction purposes, less some items to 
credit of construction account, of $3,981,258 01. 

Since the last annual report, the Winona and 
Saint Peter and the La Crosse, Trempealeau and 
Prescott Railroads have been connected by the 
completion of the new bridge, with an iron draw, 
across the Mississippi River at Winona with its 
necessary approaches ; and the extension of the 
Winona and Saint Peter Railroad west of St. 
Peter has been vigorously prosecuted, and is now 
in active progress, with a view of completing the 
eptire line within the period limited by iis land 
grant. The railg, spikes and track materials 
were purchased in the early pait of the year, be- 
fore the large advance had taken place in the 
prices of these important and expensive items; 
and a large saving will be effected by these 
purchases in the cost of the road, 

This line from St, Peter to New Ulm, 30 miles, 
was opened in February last, and the remaining 
portions are being rapidly constructed, The cost 
of this extension and its equipment is borne by 
the Winona and Saint Peter Railroad Company, 
and the means provided by the issue of its first 
mortgage gold bonds on the property, and further 
secured by the proceeds which will result from 
the sale of its land grant Jands, There has been 
expended for account of this extension, within the 
year, the sum of $2,428,262 51, and the further 
sum of $20,317 81 for account of the previous 
extension east.of St, Peter, and for the branch to 
Mankato, 

The Iowa Midland Railway was finished to 
Anamosa in October last, where a connection is 
made with the Dubuque aod South West Railway, 
with which reciprocal and permanent arrange- 
ments have been established, that will materially 
benefit and increase the-business of both parties. 
The expenditures for account of the completion 
of this road for the year were $730,883 74. 

The opening of the line to Anamosa was made 
at a period so nearly simultaneous with the occur 
ence of the Chicago fire, as to seriously affect the 
natural course of its business during the entire 
jail, and caused a diversion into other channels 
of a large share of ils traffic, which, under ordin 
ary circumstances, would be forwarded over the 
Galena Division to Chicago. 

The company have 269 locomotives; of these 
98 are wood burners and 171 coal burners; 216

Gen't Superintendent--Manyin Hogaiz?, 
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Liability of Telegraph Companies. 

An important legal decision was announced at 
the last term of the law court in this district, 
which settles the law in this State as to the liabil- 
ity of telegraph companies to their employers in 
case of failure to transmit- or deliver messages. 
As the case (George W. True ef als against Inter- 
national Telegraph Company) is of novel impres- 
sion in our courts and of interest to the public, 
we give a brief s!atement of the facts. In 1870 
George W. True & Co., of this city, sent a dis- 
patch to their correspondents in Baltimore, ac- 
cepting an offer of a cargo of corn at a given price 
and freigkt. The offer had been made by tele- 
graph the same day and the reply was sent ona 
“night blank” of the International Telegraph 
line at the usual night rates. The dispatch, ou 
account of the carelessness of some operator on 
the line west of Boston, was not duly furwarded, 
and True & Co, failed to secure the cargo of corn. 
As the market price of corn and freights advanced 
immediately, they were obliged to buy other corn 
to meet the wants of their business at a price 
Jargely in advance of that offered. A claim 
was immediately preferred against the telegraph 
company for the damage resulting from their 
failure to promptly transmit the message to its 
destination, which was resisted by the company, 
on the ground that one of the conditions printed 
on their “night banks,” subject to which the 
message was sent, was that the telegraph company 
should not be liable, in case of failure to deliver 
the message, to an amount greaver than the sum 
paid for its transmission—in this case forty-eight 
cents, Suit was therefore brought to recover 
special damages; the case was argued July, 1870, 
and has been under consideration two years; the 
court has now rendered a decision in which the 
claim of the plaintiffs is sustained in full. 

The ground of the decision being that although 
telegraph companies may establish reasova¥le 
rales for the conduct of their business, they can- 
not by printed notices on their blanks relieve 
themselves from the liability which the law im- 
poses on them from motives of public policy; 
that the courts are to determine in the Jast resort 
whether the rules and limitations prescribed by 
the com pany are reasonable, and that the condi- 
tion set up in defense in this case was not bind- 
ing upon the plaintiffs, as jt attempted to relieve 
the telegraph company from all liability, (beyond 
ihe amount paid for the message,) whether aris- 
ing from carelessness, accident or willful default 
of the company and its servants. The measure 
of damage was declared to be the difference be- 
tween the price of the cargss offered and of that 
bought to supply its place with the additional 
freight.—Portland (Me.) Press. 





fs Av advantageous and more reasonable 
arrangement in regard to the pre-payment of 
bewspaper postage has come into operation under 
the new law than prevailed heretofore. The new 
postal code provides that on newspapers and 
other periodicals sent from the office of publica- 
tion to regular subscribers postage can be paid 
for one quarter or one year, commencing at any 
date, in advauce. Formerly only the regular 
quarters of the official year could be paid for sep- 
arately in advance.

The Milwaukee Wisconsin says that the Milwau- 
kee and Northern Railroad: Company are pushing 
their road ahead.

The Superintendent ahd Chief Engineer, Mr, 0, 
Chanute, reports as follows for the fiscal year end- 
ing April 30, 1872: 

At the date of our last report, the road was in 
operation to Thayer, 108 miles south of Lawrence, 
or 134 miles from Kansas City. Construction had 
just begun for its extension to the State line. 
This was pushed witb vigor, and the road opened 
to Cherryvale, July 19, and to Coffeyville and the 
south line of Kansas, August 28, 1871. 

Arrangements having been made to build a 
branch to Parker, 1 8-10 miles, and to undertake 
the construction of so much of the Southern Kan- 
sas Railroad as lies between Cherryvale and In- 
dependence (the county seat of Montgomery 
county) the former was opened on the Ist of 
November, and the latter on the 81st of Decem- 
ber, 1871,

The average number of miles operated during 
the year, over this company’s own lines, amounts 
to 169 42-100 miles, and, including the joint track 
used in commo2n with the Missouri River, Fort 
Scott and Gulf Railroad, to 190 42-100 miles, 

These extension have been completed in the 
same style of excellence as the remainder of the 
road constructed by the present management 
and fully up to the first class Western standards. 

The ruling maximum grades are 45 feet per 
mile, and the curves of long radius. The embank- 
ments are from 14 to 16 feet, and the cuts 20 feet 
wide at grade; while much greater care than is 
usual has been paid to thorough drainage. Ip 
grading the line, the stone from the rock cuts was 
saved and deposited on the sides, and no less than 
20 miles are already ballasted with broken stone. 
The track is laid of 57 pound rails, well fished at 
the joints, and resting on abont 2,700 white oak 
and black walnut ties per mile, It is safe to run 
at the rate of 60 miles an hour over any part of 
it, 

The stations, appointments and rolling stock 


. are fully up to the same standard of excellence in 


character, and all passenger trains are equipped 
with Miller’s platforms and couplers, and with 
Westinghouse’ atmospheric brake, 

The amount of the equipment now on the road 
is as follows: 20 engines, 10 passenger coaches, 
4 smoking cars, 5 baggage cars, 4 mail and ex. 
press cars, 7 caboose way cars, 165 box cars 
(combination), 90 flat and coal cars, 1 wrecking 
car, 86 hand cars, and 32 rubble cars, 

This is barely sutficient for the present busi- 
ness. If this increases, as it is believed it will, 
additions will be required from time to time, and 
probably 50 or more box cars before the end of 
the year, 

The country through which the road runs is 
a fertile, attractive prairie regioz, well watered, 
and sufficiently supplied with timber for all farm- 
ing operations, The substratum of the soil is 
limestone, It is, as yet, comparatively thinly 
settled, the eastern tier of counties in Kansas hay- 
ing received the earlier emigration to the State. 

The population is rapidly increasing, no less 
than 22,000 settlers having been added during the 
year. The country is so attractive that, should 
Kansas continue to be favored with the splendid 
crops of the last few years, it must, in a short 
time, afford a remunerative traffic, Every effort 


is being made to invite emigration to this portion 
of the State, and to promote the development of 
the country. 

The earnings and operating expenses during 
the past fiscal year, upon the average of 190.42 
miles operated, have been as follows :

The operating expenses have been increased by 
the transportation of materials for the extension 
of the road, the volume of which has been nearly 
22 per cent. of the whole tonnage carried, 

As the road has a double northern terminus, at 
Lawrence and at Kansas City, and through cars 
have to be run to both cities, more passenger 
accommodation is furnished than woald be other- 
wise required, 

{t will also be noticed, from the table of com- 
modities carried, that 68,692 tons were trans- 
ported southward,and only 16,258 tons, or less than 
one quarter, northward. This result is incident 
to the settlement of a new country. Immigrants 
import lumber, supplies of various kinds, and 
food, and have nothing to export, These causes 
greatly increase the percentage of cost and 
operating expenses, 

During the past year a bridge has been built 
over the Kansas river at Lawrence. This struc 
ture consists of four spans of Howe Truss, 150 feet 
each, resting upon wooden piers, and, with the 
approaches, has cost about $70,000. 

The city of Ottawa having voted $60,000 in city 
bonds, and furnished twenty acres of ground, to 
be used in the construction of the machine shops 
at that point, some 22 more acres have been se- 
cured by gift and purchase, and arrangements 
are now being perfected to go on with the work, 
so that this mach needed accommodation may be 
furnished before next winter. 

In closing, permit me to returo my thanks for 
the valuable assistance furnished to me by the 
heads of the various depariments, and to call 
your attention to the fidelity and zeal with which 
the agents and employees have, all alike, per- 
formed their services in the operation and con- 
struction of the road, 


The report of the President, Mr. James M. 
Walker, which recites many of the facts contained 
in the Superintendent's report, says that the ten 
miles from Cherryvale to Iadependence were built 
from the proceeds of $75,000 of city and township 
bonds of Independence, donated for the purpose, 
and from the proceeds of $160,000 of 8 per cent. 
20 year bonds of the Southern Kansas Railroad 
Company. The Leavenworth, Lawrence and Gal- 
veston Company has a perpetual lease of the line, 
the rental being the interest on the $160,000 of 
bonds ($12,800 yearly) and the provision of e. 
fund for the purchase of the bonds in the market 
by setting aside 40 per cent. of the gross earnings 
on the main line from all traffic received from the 
leased road, 

The company uses the 21 miles of Missouri 
River, Fort Scott and Gulf road between Kansas 
City and Olathe for through traffic, by paying 
half the cost of maintenance ard 10 per cent, on 
half the cost of the road. It uses the depot 
grounds in Kansas one-fourth of which it owns, in 
common with the same company, and they are to 
be improved at their joint expense.

RAILROAD COMPANIES—LIABILITY OF, TO ITS EM- 
PLOYES FOR INJURIES SUSTAINED IN ITS SER- 
VICE—WHO ARE FELLOW-SERVANTS, 


The facts in the late case of Wonder vs, The 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company (32 Mary- 
land 411) are fully and clearly stated in the fol- 
lowing opinion by— 

Atvey, J.—This is av action by an employe 
against his employer to recover for an injury re- 
ceived while engaged in the work for which he 
was employed, by reason of defective machinery 
that he was required to operate. 

The plaintiff was a brakeman in the employ of 
the defendant, on one of its burden trains, and, 
while engaged in his work, he received the injury 
complained of, which was occasioued by an 
alleged defect in the brake to one of the cars 
that he was using in the regular course of his 
duty, The supposed defect consisted in the use 
of a hook instead of an eye bolt on the brake, 
and in having the point of the hook turned the 
wrong way. In attempting to use the brake, in 
consequence of the defect, the plaintiff was sud- 
denly thrown from the car to the track, and was 
caught between the brake-sbaft and the trucks of 
the car and dragged a considerable distance, and 
seriously injured. He alleges that there was 
negligence on the part of the defendant in regard 
to the use of this defective brake, and that he is 
entitled to recover from the company the 
damages sustained by him as the consequence of 
such negligence. 

It is now settled that there is no contract obli- 
gation imposed upon the master from the mere 
relation that he bears to the servant, to provide 
machinery of any character or description, to be 
operated by the latter, nor is there any implied 
undertaking on the part of the former, resulting 
from the mere relation as employer that the ma- 
chinery shall be kept free from defects, such as 
may expose the servant to danger. The servant is 
a free agent to select the employment into which 
he enters, and in contracting for the wages that 
he is to receive, must be supposed to take into 
account the risks to which the employment may 
expose him; among those risks are the defects 
und accidents of the machinery and the negligence 
and want of caution of fellow servants in the com- 
mon employment. To hold the master liable to 
the servant for all the injuries resulting to the lat- 
ter from defects in the machinery or materials 
upon which he may be employed, or from the neg- 
ligence of fellow-servants, engaged in the common 
employment, would go far to impede, if not to 
make it impossible to carry on, many of the great 
works of the country. All that can be required 
of the master, and for the neglect of which he is 
responsible to the servant, is, that he shall use 
due and reasonable diligence in providing safe 
and sound machinery, and in the selection of fel- 
low-servants of competent skill and prudence, so 
as to make it reasonably probable that injury 
will not occur in the exercise of the employment. 
He is required, also, as far as he can by reason- 
able care, to avoid expusing his servants to extra- 
ordinary risks which could not have been reason- 
ably anticipated at the time of the contract of 
service, though, as to such extraordinary risks it 
would seem does not guarantee against them, 

From these general principles it follows that the 





master is not liable to his servant for any injury 
occasioned by a defect of machinery furnished 
to the latter to operate, unless he was negligent 
in providing such machinery, or, if he knew of the 
defect, in omitting to warn the servaut of its ex- 
istence. And where the defect producing the 
injury complained of, was the consequence of the 
incompetency or neglect of a fellow-servant, or 
where the origin of the defect did. not appear, it 
has been held that the master was not liable to 
his servant, it not appearing that he had been 
guility of negligence, either in selecting the fel- 
low-servant or in providing the machinery in 
which the defect occurred. 


Who is a fellow-servant, within the meaning of 
the rule, has been a question of some diversity of 
decision, though the decided weight of authority 
is to the effect that all who serve the same mas- 
ter, work under the same control, deriving au- 
thority and compensation from the same source, 
and are engaged in the same general business, 
though it may be in different grades and depart- 
ments of it, are fellow servants, each taking the 
risk of the other’s negligence. Or, to state the 
rule more generally, in the language of a decision 
that has been approved by this court, “ all who 
are engaged in accomplishing the ultimate pur- 
pose in view--that is the running of the road— 
must be regarded as engaged in the same gen- 
eral business, within the meaning of the rule.” 
It follows, therefore, that the brakeman on the 
train is in the same common employment with the 
mechanics in the shops to keep in repair and 
order the machinery and with the inspector of the 
machinery and rolling stock of the road and the 
superintendent of the movement of trains. 


If, therefore, the defect in the brake that caused 
the injury in the present instance existed by rea- 
son of the neglect or want of care on the part of 
such employes of the defendant, the latter can- 
not be held liable, unless there has been negli- 
gence in the selection of those servants and the 
onus of proof of such negligence is on the plain- 
tiff. 


The case ot Searle vs. Lindsay before referred 
to, well illustrated this, There the plaintiff was 
employed by the defendant as their third engi 
neer on board their steam-vessel, While turning a 
wincb,one of the handles came off, in consequence 
of the want of a nut or pin to secure it, and the 
plaintiff was thereby seriously injured. He was, 
with others at work at the winch by the orders of 
the chief engineer, who knew that the instrument 
was out of order, but was, nevertheless, a compe- 
tent person for the position he occupied, There 
was no evidence of personal negligence on the 
part of the defendants, and it was held that the 
chief engineer and the plaintiff were fellow-ser- 
vants, aod that as the defect existed by reason of 
the negligence of the chief engineer whose duty 
it was to see that the machinery was kept in proper 
condition, the plaintiff could not recover. And, 


in the concurring opinion of Mr. Justice Williams’ 


in that case, the law is briefly but clearly stated 
that governs cases like the present, He said “ I 
think there was no foundation for the argument 
that Simpson, the chief engineer of the vessel, and 
the plaintiff stood in any other relation towards 
each other than that of ordinary fellow-servants. 
Then applying the rule of law which is now firm- 


ly established, the common employer is not lia- 
able to either for an injury sustained through the 
negligence of the other. Ino order to take this 
case out of the ordinary rule, it was contended 
that here there was negligence on the part of the 
employers themselves, In order to make that out 
there must be reasonable evidence to show that 
they were to blame, either in respect to their not 
having provided proper machinery and appliances, 
or not having retained competent workmen. I 
do not find any evidence at all of any default in 
either of these particulars, 

If the wicch was ont of order, it was owing to 
Simpson’s negligerce. 

There was no evidence, nor any suggestion, 
that Simpson was not a perfectly competent en- 
gineer. And such was the view of all the judges, 

In the case before us, the question, depending 
upon a diversity of opinion as to whether the eye- 
bolt or the hook is the better mode of fastening 
the brake, is immatevial, as both seem to be ap- 
proved appliances, tested by trial and experience ; 
and if it were conceded that the eye-bolt has supe- 
rior merits, it by no means follows that the de- 
fendant was bound to discard the hook that had 
been used for a long time, and on so many of its 
cars, without accident. 

A master is not bound to change his machin- 
ery, in order to apply every new invention or sup- 
posed improvement in appliances ,and he may 
even have in use a machine, or an appliance for 
its operation, shown to be less safe than another 
in general use, without being liable to his servants 
for the consequences of the use of it. 

If the servant thinks proper to operate such 
machine it is at his own risk; and all that he can 
require is, that he shall not be deceived as to the 
degree of danger that he incurs, 


As to the defective attachment of the hook, it 
was shown to have been the duty of the em- 
ployes, Fairbanks, Buckingham & Day, to see that 
the cars and their appliances were kept in proper 
and safe repair, 

Whatever negligence, therefore, may have 
existed in regard to the arrangement of the brake, 
and of the defective attachment of the hook 
thereto, was the negligence of those employes, 
the fellow-servants of the plaintiff, and there is an 
entire absence of evidence to show that there was 
the least negligence on the part of the defendant 
in the selection and employment of those servants ; 
but, on the contrary, there is the most abundant 
evidence that such servants were of sufficient 
competency and skill; nor is there the slightest 
evidence in the case, that any superintendent or 
other agent, having control and general direction 
of the employes, and for whose negligence and 
conduct the defendant would be responsible to 
the plaintiff ever had knowledge of the defective 
condition of the brake before the occurrence of 
the injury. 

The proof wholly failing in these important 
‘particulars, the court below could not have done 
otherwise than instruct against the plaintiff. 

The essential proofs of the gravaman of the 
action was wanting and of course the plaintiff 
could not recover, 

The several prayers of the defendant were un- 
objectionable and the court was therefore right in 





(granting them, 
































And as by the granting of the defendant’s 
prayers the case was taken from the jury, the 
plaintiff’s prayer, which was rejected became 
unimportant. For these reasonsthe judgment 
will be affirmed. 

Judgment affirmed.
